Williamson was the first man 
into the wreck and was followed 
by Carl Parsons, diver, of Bir- 
mingham, Ala.. and R. J. Lilley, 
also of Birmingham. 

Treading cautiously, they 
probed into the age-old remains of 
the Santa Rosa for 43 minutes, 
and reached the small back sec- 
tion of the galley.

Williamson said they would 
probably have to cut a hole into 
the side of the ship to avoid the 
risk of being engulfed in the col- 
lapse of sea-rotted timbers.

The judges of the international 
tribunal appeared puzzled as 
Thoma declared that “the facts 
established by science may prove 
that Rosenberg did not understand 
the dangers of his works. This 
would possibly alter his guilt to a 
considerable extent.” 

Lord Justice Geoffrey Law- 
rence, Presiding Judge, told 
Thoma that the tribunal would 
study the matter “but there is no 
charge that Rosenberg invented 
his philosophy or held certain 
ideas. The charge is he made cer- 
tain use of his ideas.” 

Thoma proposed also to submit 
evidence showing that Rosenberg, 
as Nazi Civil Commissioner for 
the occupied eastern territories, 
actually benefitted the Ukraine.

It added that Hitler, in seeking 
to reduce the birth rate in non- 
German countries, was able to} 
keep 11,000,000 to 12,000,000 men 
and women separated from nor- 
mal marriage relations for fiye 
years, and was “successful to a) 
large extent” in lowering the pop- 
ulation in countries neighboring 
Germany.

Britain last July 12 announced 
that 146,760 United Kingdom civil- 
ians were killed, missing or in- 
jured during the war due to en- 
emy action, with 60,585 believed 
killed. 

A report to the United States 
Army Medical Branch, the com- 
mittee survey said, showed there

death rate in Germany during the 
war. This report said: 

1. There were no ep ics in 
Germany during the war. 

2. There was no increase in psvy- 
chiatric disorders—even in chil- 
dren—due to heavy bombing. 

3. The general increase in vari- 
ous illnesses was “not on a great 
scale.” 

It concluded that this was due 
to the fact that during five years 
of war the food rations remained 
at a fairly high level. There were 
barely less than 2,600 calories per 
person, the report said, and some 
categortes of the population re- 
ceived up to 3,500. 

“Until October, 1945,” the report 
added, “Germany’s state of health 
had remained good and had been 
little affected by the war.”

Presidency of Circus 
Provokes Legal Battle 


NEW YORK, April 13—(4)—The Ringling Circus empire—started 
64 years ago by seven sons of an immigrant German carriage maker— 
Saturday was headed for a court battle over its presidency. 


Counsel for Robert Ringling, 48, | 
deposed as president of the cor-| 
poration at a stockholders’ meet-| 
ing this week, said Saturday he'| 
was preparing a petition in which | 
the courts will be asked to declare 
invalid the meeting which placed | 
in the presidency James A. Ha- 
ley, 47. 

Haley is the first head of Ring- 
ling Brothers and Barnum & Bai-| 
ley Combined Shows not descend- 
ed directly from the founding 
Ringlings. 

Ringling’s attorney contended 
the election was invalid because 
he said Haley had agreed to a 60- 
day postponement of the stock- 
holders’ meeting, but Haley em- 
phatically denied he was willing 
to accept a delay and added: 

“T’m sitting in the president's) 
chair. The directors put me there.” | 


Ringling’s attorney countered 
with an assertion that “we are in 
control of the corporation” and 
said “Bob will certainly continue 
his direction of the show.” 

But Friday night Haley’s law- 
yer told the former president, 
“Bob, you’re not to give any more 
orders,” and Ringling thereupon 
left the big Madison Square Gar- 
den arena where the circus started 
its 1946 season April 4.

Show on Earth.”

Dr. F. G. Slack, head of the 
Physics Department at Vanderbilt 
University, who conducted origi- 
mal research on atomic energy in AVI SON’S 
SAM Laboratories at Columbia on 
University, made that heretical 
Statement in an interview here 
Friday. 

“I don't believe that the atomic 
bomb will play an important role 
in the next war,” said Physicist 
Siack, who was one of the princi- 
pal speakers at the two-day meet- 
ing of the American Physical So- 
ciety, which closed yesterday. 

Dr. Slack explained that he 
thought the atomic bomb would 
be outlawed as a weapon of war— 
Just as Poisonous gas was after 
World Wal 

liaving disposed thus of the 
tomic bomb, he predicted that 
“the next war will be won by bi- 
ology.” 

“Chemistry won World War I,” 
he said, “and physics won World 
War Il. It seems very likely that 
biology will be the decisive science 
in the next war.” 

There is any number of ways 
that biology could win a war, Dr. 
Slack asserted. He has no idea 
what the specific mode will be, | 
but he suggested the following pos- | 
sibilities: | 

It may become possible to drop 
Geadiy bacteria into al] water sup- 
plies and thus kill everyone. 

-t might be that enough DDT 
or some other poison could be 
spread to kill all insects and put 
an end to pollinization, and there- 
by to plant life and then to hu- 
m.n life.

time in Atlanta history cases made 
by city officers for traffic viola- 
tions are far outstripping all other 
violations. By the end of the day 
watch Friday, a total of 16,123 
traffic cases had been booked this 
year, compared to only 15,649 
cases for all other violations. 


Traffic cases up to this year 
have lagged 3,000 to 4,000 behind 
general cases. 


Profits to the city from traffic 
violation fines also show an in- 
crease up to one-third over last 
year—which went down on record 
as bringing the most fines into the 
city treasury of any year in Atlan- 
ta history. Traffic fines and bond 
forfeitures for the first three 
months of 1946 totaled $78,368, or

Ickes Cracks Down on Heaven; 


Georgé Quotes Margaret Mitchell 


WASHINGTON, April 13 — (?)|“Blow the Dirge.” At the first 


“Secretary of the Exterior” Har- 
old Ickes went to heaven and 
turned it into bedlam and ‘Peter 
Pan” Pauley sang with a chorus 
of Easter lilies Saturday night as 
the Gridiron Club roasted bigwigs 
of the nation and the world. 

President Truman and other top 
figures in government, diplomacy, 
union labor and business were in- 
vited to see themselves lampooned 
in songs and skits at the semi- 
annual dinner of the club, com- 
posed of Washington newspaper- 
men. at the Statler Hotel. 

The President and former Gov. 
Stassen of Minnesota, representing 
the political opposition, were losted 
for short speeches but under the 
clubs 6l-year-old tradition that 
“reporters are never present,” 
their words were unrecorded. 

The satire, written and acted by 
club members, ranged the world 
from the “bull throwers” Peron 
and Franco to James Caesar Pe- 
trillo, President of the American 
Federation of Musicians, who 
leaped from his funeral bier to 
call a strike because the six trum- 
peters di@ not have a stand-by 
crew. 

Raymond P. Brandt, chief of the 
Washington Bureau of the St. 
Louis Post Dispatch, was inaugu- 
rated Club President in a sketch in 
which five quiz kids confused him 
with President Truman. The script 
pointed out that Brandt like Tru- 
man was born in Missouri, served 
as an Artillery officer in World 
War I, negotiated with Russia and 
knows his politics. 

HIS SPBECH 

Brandt concluded his inaugural 
speech by saying that President 
Truman “is an ardent follower of 
Thomas Jefferson and _ State's 
rights—with a difference.”

According to L. M. Clarkson, Di- 
rector of the Public Health Engi- 
neering Division of the Georgia 
Department of, Public Health, this 
mobile milk laboratory was set up 
in a trailer so that both labora- 
tory work and inspection could be 
accomplished with even the small- 
est source of supply, encouraging 
the interest and assistance of the 
dairy farmer himself. 


Dairymen were informed of the 


| purpose and service offered by this 
'mobile laboratory and encouraged 


to become co-workers. After in- 
spections were made together with 
laboratory findings, they were told 
of violations of the ordinance to- 
gether with recommendations for 
improvement. The response and 
co-operation from the creamery 
and dairymen in this section have 
been so gratifying that the trailer 
will now move on to other milk- 
producing localities to _perform 
similar services, 

In this laboratory numerous 
famples of each producer’s milk 
were rigidly tested with special 
emphasis on bacteria count which 
is a measure of cleanliness. To 
each dairy went inspectors to 
check barns and equipment in or- 
der to ascertain whether the pro- 
ducers were complying with all 
rules and regulations. Those who 
failed to meet the requirements 
were graded “C” until they lived 
up to the standard. 


At the completion of the work 
this week, all producers had met 
all the requirements of the ordi- 
nance. Cows had been tested for 
tuberculosis, Bang’s disease and 
mastitis. Most important, all the 
milk shipped from the Eatonton 
creamery is clean. 

“On the wall of every producer 
of our creamery,” said Park, 
“there is a framed grade ‘A’ cer- 
tificate, but it will not remain 
there unless the dairyman _  con- 
tinues to maintain this high stand- 
ard. Our inspectors still are on the 
job and once a producer fails to 
meet the standard, off the list he 
goes. This milk not only goes to 
Atlanta, but to other cities, includ- 
ing Macon, Savannah and Albany. 
Thus many milk consumers have 
the benefit of this high quality,

WASHINGTON, April 13—(NANA)—Watch for

talks to start soon on income tax rates which may mean lower taxes 
by 1947 for thousands of the nation’s taxpayers. 


Chairman Robert Doughton, 
Democrat, North Carolina, of the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, expects to start hearings on 
new taxes as soon as the current 
Social Security hearings are end- 
ed. The Committee will probe ex- 
tensively injo tax-exempt groups— 
such as co-operatives, educational 
and charitable institutions — and 
examine the entire tax-exemption 
picture. 

Object: To overhaul present 
blanket provisions exempting in- 
stitutions from paying taxes, so 
that taxes on lower income groups 
can be reduced and the tax bur- 
den on all groups equalized. 


The Government is considering 
tapping national forests for more 
lumber to meet the acute need for 
housing materials.

Java Captives of Japs 
Go ‘Haywire’ on Release 


LOS ANGELES, April 13—(UP)—A strange social phenomena 
seeking male companionship after more than 
three years of imprisonment was described Saturday night by Johann 
Fabricius, Dutch novelist, as the sight which greeted him in Java.

The women, mostly Dutch or 
part-Dutch, had been kept segre- 
gated prisoners by the Japs and 
throughout their three and a half 
years of confinement saw no white 
men. 

Fabricius went to Java as a cor- 
respondent and also to obtain ma- 
terial for a book, “Night Over 
Java,”’ soon to be published. 

“It was a bedlam,” he recalled. 
“To use an American expression, 
the women went haywire. They 
wouldn't leave the night spots and 
all they wanted to do day and 
night was make whoopee.” 

And, Fabricius related, there 
were enough troops of all nations 
—Dutch, Australian, English and 
American—present to help the 
women make their “whoopee.”

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Vet Housing in Sight at Last 


This is the week when Congress has 
promised to get down to positive action 
on the long-delayed measure to facilitate 
solving of the nation’s housing problem. 

The Senate 
morrow on legislation which proponents 


is scheduled to vote to- 


predict will produce a million and a half 
homes annually during each of the next 
10 years. Though the aggregate expendi- 
ture for these houses will run from six 
to eight billion dollars annually—depend- 
ing upon the degree of inflation to which 
our economy is subjected—-the cost to the 
Federal government will not exceed $143,- 
000,000 per year. And that will be used 
largely to aid in the financing of local 
surveys, the clearing of slums and the 
operation of low-rental projects. 

The measure provides that virtually all 


the responsibility for initiating and financ- 
ing the program shall rest with private 
enterprise. It is of such a sound and prac- 
tical nature as to warrant the enthusiastic 
support of such conservatives as Senator 
Taft, of Ohio, which indicates there can 
be no valid objection to it on the grounds 
of it being socialistic in nature. 


This permanent housing bill, coupled 
with the emergency measure designed 
solely to aid veterans in securing tempo- 
rary shelter, should go a long way to- 
ward solving the nation’s critical housing 
shortage. 

The only regrettable factor is that 
Congress was unable to agree on such a 
positive course of action six or eight 
months ago when the need first became 
apparent. Had that been done, we would 
have houses now instead of just plans.

Story of ‘The 
House Near Paris 


When I opened Drue Tartiere’s book and 
looked through it, seeing the pictures, I grinned 
, happily. | 

There was Ondie, the merry French poodle for whom I! had 
thrown a tennis ball hundreds of times for her to retrieve, an act 
of which she never tired. There were pictures of Drue Tartiere 
herself and of the many magnificent French people who had worked 

with her in the resistance movement. 


I had heard of them a few weeks ago, sittimg in the apartment 
of Mr. and Mrs. Geoffrey Parsons in Paris—an old flat that dated 
back t6 the time of Louis IV. (Drue Tartiere is Mrs. Parsons. Mr. 
Parsons edits the Herald Tribune in Paris.) 


There is a sense of unreality to all things now. It doesn’t seem 
quite real that for years the big bombers lifted themselves heavily 
into the air from British airports, formed and headed for German 
territory. 

Even though you-ate and slept and talked with the crews before 
they went; even though you waited, moist of palm and dry of 
mouth for them to return; even though you recall some who were 
lifted out of battered ships to die on the earth beside it; even 
though you lived with crews that came back'‘and cannot forget 
those that didn’t—even so, there is now an unreality about it all. 


Not much time has passed. And already those persons in Amer: 
ica who thought Hitler was not such a bad fellow and had not such 
a wrong idea, are talking their old line again. They hushed only 
with the coming of Pearl Harbor. 

And already in France and the other occupied countries, the 
persons who never REALLY collaborated with the Germans, but 
who did have an occasional officer in for dinner—‘‘just to break 
the boredom, my dear’’—the persons who thought the Allied bomb- 
ing was, after all, terror bombing and unnecessary, “because, my 
dear, bombing will never settle anything’’—all the persons who 
remained sleek and content while the Germans were there, are still 
in their old comfortable places now. They are sleeker than ever. 
You may see them in the larger black market restaurants and in 
places where money must be spent in big lots to buy any luxury, 
no matter how small. They even have the effrontery to speak of 
how they entertained Germans seeking “to learn things.” 

Already those who worked in the resistance movement, risking 
their lives, being imprisoned, having friends killed, are saying, 
seeing all this, “Mais, oui, the government will be arresting us now, 
we guess.” The sleek ones hate those who really resisted be- 
cause those who resisted know the truth. 


sate During the war those who worked in the resistance 
Patriotism * movement lived a life that burned with that bright 
blue flame which some philosophers say is the only way a life 
should be lived. 

When you saw the bombers go from Britain and when some 
didn't come back, you wondered what had happened. You hoped 
and prayed they were able to bail out. Then you prayed a second 
prayer and asked God to let them fail into the hands of the French 
underground. | 

Drue Tartiere and some of her neighbors in the town of Bar- 
bizon were among those who got out several hundred American 
fliers. Drue herself got out more than 20. 

She was an American actress, stage and movies, who went to 
France to be-in a play. She remained. She was a great fighter 
for America. She was arrested by the Germans, but she was intel- 
ligent and lucky and she stayed not long in any concentration camp. 

She has written this book—‘“The House Near Paris.” It is a 
pleasant book, just the story of one segment of the resistance group 
and of great bravery and more magnificent integrity. If you want 
to read about the real French who kept the flame of dignity and 
freedom burning, you will like this story of people. If your son 
was one who “got out,” you will, of course, not want to miss it.

was rather surprising to read that my 
own favorite game of hoyhood fits the heading 
for this. column. My authority is an article in 
the February, 1946, issue of “Ford Times,” tabloid magazine pub- 
lished by the Ford Motor Company and circulated everywhere that 
company is represented. 

That game which is so eulogized is soccer. 

Professional soccer teams draw the greatest crowds of any sport 
in England. For the big, championship-decided games attendance 
of 100,000 is not uncommon, From the article referred to above, 
however, it seems that Russian crowds not infrequently double 
that figure. In London, recently, the paid admissions for one game 
were 126,047 while a game in Glasgow drew 136,358. 

In Buenos Aires 4,768,406 tickets to soccer games were sold 
last year. The population of that city is two and a half million. By 
comparison, the same papularity of baseball here would bring 
some 700,000 paid spectators to the Cracker ball park on Ponce 


de Leon. 

: I know soccer is a great game. But until 
In United States reading this article I didn’t know it was 
making such rapid strides in popularity in this country. 

It is stated that in some cities, including New York and Phila- 
delphia, it is today the major interschoo] sport in the city schools. 
It is played in professional and amateur leagues, in colleges and 
high schools from coast to coast. 

A new professional league is now being formed with Chicago, 
St. Louis, Pittsburgh, Detroit and a Canadian city already included. 
Major league baseball parks will be used for the games, with 
schedules arranged for the local soccer team to use the park when 
the baseball team is playing away from home. 

The article in the Ford Times says: 

“Fast as hockey, colorful as football, big time soccer has all the 
excitement of a four-alarm fire in a fireworks factory. If you're a 
sports fan you'll probably go crary over the game...” 


: When we were in England in 1939 I took friend 
Quick Convert wife to one professional soccer game. It wasn't 
big-league stuff, about in the caliber of Class B in our professional 
baseball. She became an enthusiast with that one game. Agreed 
with me, 10 minutes after the start of the game, it was faster, more 
exciting, than the football she had seen at home, in Atlanta and 
Athens. 

I had always thought so. 

For one thing, there is no “time out” in soccer. No “huddles.” 
The play goes right on, without pause. A professional game is an 
hour gnd a half in length, divided into two halves of 45 minutes 
each,’ with a 15-minute rest at the half. 

Eleven men to the team and no substitutions. If a player is 
injured so he cannot continu@ to play, his team plays with 10 men 
for the remainder of the game. 


. Few games demand stouter physical quali- 
Demands Stamina ties of the players than does soccer. 
Uniforms are simple. Only protection is in the special shoes, with 
heavy toe caps and ankle guards, and shin pads worn under the 
stockings. No shoulder pads or helmets. 

There is no tackling, as in American football, but there is 
“charging,” by which one player can back another aside with his 
body. The head is used frequently to bunt_the round ball. Only 
player on a team allowed to touch the ball with his hands is the 
goalkeeper. 

Form of play is directly opposite to that in American football. 
The forward line of five players is the offense. Three halfbacks 
break up the enemy offensive or back up their own forwards as 
needed. . Two fullbacks are strictly defensive players and the goal- 
keeper is, of course, the last line of defense. 

When you see the final score of a soccer game, the points are 
the goals scored. One goal is one point, that is all. 

Soccer has been played in England for 900 years. It was played 
in Greece in 478 B. C. The ancient -Vikings of Scandinavia played 
it. Even the American Indians had a version of the game before 
Columbus came. ; 

Someday soccer may be the top crowd-drawer among sports 
here in Georgia. If it is, I'll wager, right now, you'll enjoy it to 
the full.

Their 

sole ambition is to do something not from their own or anyone 

else’s personal political advantage, but for thé advancement of this 

State. They want to develop new leaders in Georgia politics. They 

want to clean up politics. They want to make government more 
efficient. They want to install more liberal leaders. 


The Young Voters of.Georgia—for that is their name—are prac 
tical enough to realize they cannot wield much influence in this 
summer's primary. They are taking the long view on Georgia's 
future. They are not concerned with one election or one candidate. 
They are writing a platform bY which they will measure candidates 
in elections for years to come. As an organization, the Young Voters 
of Georgia will be non-partisan. It will not indorse nor condemn 
any particuluar candidate. But it will encourage its members, act- 
ing as individual citizens, to meagure all candidates by the organi- 
zation’s constitution and then vote for the one who, in the individ- 
ual’s opinion, is the best fitted to give the city, county, or State the 
best government. It will encourage its members to exercise their 
duties as citizens and become a voting generation. It also will en- 
courage its members to run for offices themselves—but without 
expectation of getting the indorsement of the non-partisan organiza- 
tion as a group.

‘their candidacies, I watched the leaders of the Young Voters of 


Georgia very carefully for some indication as to “what and who 
is back of this high-sounding movement.” I heard of the plans for 
ts organization two weeks before the group met. I investigated 
the chief leader, J. D. Cherry, a former school teacher and a Navy 
veteran. I found no political tie-up between him and any potential 
candidate. When the organizational meeting was called, it did not 
follow the pattern a more experienced political gathering would 
have followed. It would have been more natural for the leaders 
to have held a caucus and decided what they wanted to do, without 
being watched by outsiders. But Cherry invited representatives of 
all the press to the first meeting, and the session was wide open. 


If I were a political figure supporting this organization, even 
from behind the scenes, I would have made it possible for the young 
people to have heen dinner guests. This was not done. The young 
idealists paid théir own transportation fares from their home towns 
to Atlanta and met at a dinner hour without a table laid. 


You should have heard their discussions on finances. A cynic 
would have sworn they still believed in Santa Claus. First, they 
discussed putting up $1.50 to pay for the stamps for the news re- 
leases they were mailing to the newspapers. That doesn’t sound 
like they had a sugar daddy in the background somewhere. Then 
they talked about the possibility of dues. They mentioned $1 a year. 
But some thought that would discourage the masses of young people 
in the country from joining. They knew the young people would 
contribute their time and energies, because they had that. But they 
weren’t sure but what the youths would hesitate to put up a dollar 
for such an intangible thing as improving Georgia citizenship and 
governmént. So, one lad mentioned the possibility of accepting 
contributions from older business leaders. 

the idealists acted like a bombshell had been dropped in their 
meeting. They didn’t want to be tainted by filthy lucre. They 


‘didn’t want to be bought, either directly or indirectly, by any 


businessman or. prospective candidate for office. They want the 
young people to be independent. They instructed their constitution 
drafters to write it in the organization’s rules that the Young Voters 
of Georgia will be financed by young members. 

That's what I have learned of this new organization. If it should 
come out and indorse any candidate, I will be greatly shocked. I 
would be more inclined to think that some political figure had 
slipped in and stolen the group, rather than that the group was or 
ganized from its inception as a tool of some political figure. ¢ will 
be interesting to watch its development,

Wallace Ahead 
Ot His Time 


WASHINGTON—From the Pa- 
cific Coast comes an intriguing 
inquiry as to the enigma of Henry 
Wallace. 


There are many sides to the 
Wallace enigma. But this inquir- 
er wants to know why it is every 
time Mr. Wallace talks, even when 
he says something obvious, he is 
jumped on so heavily by certain 
groups as if he had just perpe- 
trated some heinous crime. 

Or, as the writer put it broadly: 

“When Wallace says undernour- 
ished children all over the world 


should be fed, he is denounced as 


if he had said all the naked na- 
tives of Africa should be given 
When Herbert Hoover 
Says the same thing, he is ex- 
tolled and praised as the world’s 
greatest humanitarian.” 

The inquiry comes from a care- 
ful observer of the march of na- 
tional events. It is most timely, 
for it penetrates what is going 
on here and in the country. 


AN ANSWER might start. out 
by a contrast of the philosophies 
and positions of the two men 
named. 


Mr. Hoover is still the symbol 
of conservatives in this country, 
political and otherwise, a sort of 
retired saint. He is now in the 
role of elder statesman, above the 
battle, so to speak, and he is 
engaged on a humanitarian mis- 
sion which nearly all people sup- 
port in their hearts. 

Mr. Wallace is the symbol of 
change in this country. He car- 
ries a banner far forward in the 
great parade. 


But what is more important is 
that those who don’t desire 
change know that Mr. Wallace is 
in a position where he actually 
can have something to do with 
change and progress, not only as 
a figure in the Truman adminis- 
tration, but as a man with a large 
public following, some of it well- 
organized in the CIO. 


He is an active rather than a 
passive agent. 

So it means something when he 
says children should be better 
nourished; that every worker in 
the country ought to get as much 
as 65 cents an hour; that our So- 
cial Security system should be ex- 
panded to cover so many hot now 
included and when he protests 
against control of atomic energy 
by the military oligarchy.

Life on Apalachicola 
Is Not Romantic 


AFLOAT AND ASHORE—A white half moon 
A was shining palely on the red and rolling water 
chee as we nudged laboriously into the Apalachicola 
at Pinhook Point. We made it and straightened away into the teeth 
of the current, though the branches of the willows on the western 
shore were brushing the blunt nose of the barge before the little tug, 
clawing desperately, fetched her around.

Arthur 
Vandenberg, of Michigan, are also 
higher in popularity.

“What man would you like to 
see elected President in 1948?”

Although the Taft - Bricker 
forces recently demonstrated 
their strength in the party’s coun- 
cils by installing a man of their 
choice as Republican National 
Chairman—Rep. Carroll Reece, of 
Tennessee—nonetheless the Dew- 
ey forces in the party and the 
Stassen wing each command 
more popular following among 
the rank and file than either 
Bricker or Taft at this time.

Stalin Was Not Amused by Molotov Remark 


W ASHINGTON—Compared to the vast problem of international | 
control of atomic energy, Iran, Spain and the other problems be- | 
setting the United Nations Security Council are trivial and temporary. | 
Success or failure in solving the control problem will determine 
whether we are to. have “one world or none.” The British govern- 
ment has formally requested the United States to take the lead in 
proposing a solution. No one in the administration thinks that a rea- 
sonable and generous plan put forward by this country will be re- 
jected by any other nation, except the Soviet Union and its satellites. 


As to the intentions of the 
Soviet Union, however, only one 
fragment of accidental evidence is 
now available. At the state dinner 
during the Moscow conference, 
Soviet Foreign Minister Aolotov 
chose to speak on atomic energy. 
He chose. moreover, to treat the 
subject with tremendously heavy- 
handed humor, making a special 
butt of President Conant of Harv- 
ard, who was present as Secretary 
of State Byrnes’ technical adviser. 
Something has already leaked 
out about Molotov’s elephantine 
flights, such as his suggestion that 
Conant carried a “little bomb in 
his pocket.” But he had not got 
far, when he was sharply halted 
by Generalissimo Stalin.

During April 


BULBS — ROOTS: Gladiolus, 
dahlias. cannas, tuberoses, ele- 
phant ears, fancy leaf caladiums, 
German iris may all be planted 
this month. 

FLOWER SEEDS: All of the an- 
nual flower seeds such as agera- 
tum, cosmos, sweet alyssum, snap- 
dragon, asters, nasturtiums, candy- 
tuft, forget-me-not, gaillardia, 
babysbreath, larkspur, portulaca. 
sunflower and a dozen others may 
be planted this month. 


FLOWER PLANTS: Al kinds 
of bedding plants may be planted 
now.. 

GRASSES: Grass mixtures as 
well as Kentucky blue grass, may 
be planted now. 

SHRUBS: Roses and shrubs are 
growing now and will appreciate 
a good fertilizing. 

VEGETABLE SEEDS: All of 
the vegetable seeds may be plant- 
ed during this month. 

VEGETABLE PLANTS: 
tomato, pepper, eggplant, cauli- 
flower, celery, sweet potato, cab- 
bage and onion plants now. 


WHAT TO DO IN APRIL 

PRUNING: All of the flowering 
shrubs that have bloomed this 
spring, such as January jasmine, 
forsythia, Japanese quince, spirea, 
thunbergia, may and should be 
pruned now. The other flowering 
Shrubs that will bloom before 
June should be pruned directly 
after flowering. 

FERTILIZING: Fertilizer for 
lawn, flowering shrubs, flowers 
and vegetables should be at this 
time of the year a high-grade com- 
mercial fertilizer which is very 
active. This fertilizer should be 
a complete plant food with an 
analysis of 4-12-4. 

SPRAYING: Roses should be 
Sprayed every two weeks with 
Massey dust. For all kinds of in- 
sects that appear, use a pyrethrum 
spray. For mildew on crepe myr- 
tle, scale on privets and ligus- 
trums, use Volck or any good oil 
emulsion spray. Peach trees 
should be sprayed with mulsoid 
sulphur and arsenate of lead dur- 
ing the spring and summe.r Use 
Pyrox for apples, pears and 
plums.

A Player 5 Vindication names these, in the history of 
major league baseball. Joe Tinker, the shortstop, now looking 
over high school and college players for the Boston Braves in 
Atlanta and vicinity, came by for a copy of schedules and recalled 
ee — some of the good old days with the Chicago 
- 3 Cubs. | 
j Tinker’s arrival was timed with the Atlanta- 
Birmingham opener and he took in the full 
game, albeit shivering his timbers in a light 
raincoat. 

In the opinion of the old Cub shortstop, 
what made the double-play combination great 
was the fact that he and Evers and Chance 
were together for practically 10 solid years. 
They turned in an average of 150 to 160 twin 
killings a season. (The lively ball of today 
has stepped up double-play averages.) 

, The Cubs in nine years won 918 games, 
averaging better than 100 victories a season, and they still hold 
the all-time record of 116 victories in a season. 

But for Tinker it wasn’t the success the Cubs enjoyed or 
any great plays he turned in that stand out in his mind 
as the top thrill of his career. It was a little matter of per- 
sonal vindication that takes first place. 

“In the 1912 season, when the Cubs were fighting it out with 
the Giants for the pennant, we were playing Brooklyn one day 
in Chicago. We had them beat, 2 to 1, in the fourth. Man on 
second and third and two outs. A fly was hit over my head. The 
wind was blowing out and if I had stopped Jimmy Scheckard, the 
left fielder, could have caught the ball. Both runs scored. In 
the seventh we had them beat, 4 to 3, and virtually the same 
play came up, but the wind had switched. It was blowing in. 
I didn’t go back and the ball dropped in back of me and Sheckard 
couldn’t catch it. When I came in to the bench Frank Chance 
said he was sick and tired of fly balls dropping and told me 
to take off my uniform. He fined me $150 for indifferent play. 
It almost killed me. 

“Well, I went out to the ball nark on Sunday to get my 
shoes and Charles Webb Murphy, the owner, told me how 
sorry he was about the whole thing and told me the boys knew 
I was trying. He called Frank Chance and we shook hands. 

“Tl was reinstated on Monday, when the Giants came to Chicago 
for a postponed game. We were only about a game apart at the 
time. Mathewson faced Brown. In that game I had two singles, 
a double and triple, and stole home on Matty. Afterwards Owner 
Murphy came to me and said, “I ought to suspend you every day 


after that exhibition today.” 

For two years Tinker and Johnny Evers, the 
Stars Make Up great keystone combination, didn’t speak. “It 
started over a little argument one day when Evers told me some- 
thing I didn’t like. I told him never to speak to me again,” Tinker 
explained. 

“We made up two years later in Philadelphia. There was no 
infield fly rule in our day and once in a while we would trap 
the ball and double a man at second. 

“This day there was a man on first and second when the next 
batter hit an infield fly. Just as it was coming down, Evers yelled, 
"Trap it!’ The ball bounced to the side of my glove and got away 
from me and a runner scored. Chance asked what happened when 
the inning was over and I told him Evers said to trap it. ‘Well, 
don’t ever trap any more for me,’ Chance replied. 

“That night newspapermen approached me and urged me 
te make up with Evers. ‘He has spoken to you,’ they said. 
And they arranged a little get together and Johnny and I 
made up over a few sodas. We're the best of friends today. 
Poor Johnny isn’t in very good health now.” 
Tinker reminisced about the 1906 World Series. 

vear they had finished first with a record total of 116 wins. “We 
were so far in front we coasted in and the home town White Sox, 
the hitless wonders, upset us four games to two. But in 1907 and 
1908 there was no foolishness. We beat Detroit those years, and 
the Tigers won only one game,” he pointed out. 

In Tinker’s heydey with the Cubs there were pennants in 
1906, 07, "08 and ’10. They were second in 1909. 

As far as Tinker is concerned the hardest pitcher to hit he 
ever faced was Ed Walsh, the spitball ace of the White Sox. 
He put Walsh over all the National Leaguers he batted against. 
“I'd like to add about your manager, Ki Ki Cuyler, that he's a 

fine, high-type gentleman and a credit to the profession,’ Tinker 
concluded. “I enjoyed meeting him again on opening day. As 
one old Cub to another we had a nice talk.”

As nearly as I can place him, 
Howard Spring is a Deist, sharing 
with Thomas Paine and Jefferson 
@ revulsion for organized religion 
while retaining a deep faith in 
God. 

Furthermore he is a _ pacifist, 
who, however, believes that it was 
absolutely necessary to stop Ger- 
many as one would stop a bully 
_ beating up a small child. 

His ingrained humanitarianism | 
is completely interwoven with the 
hard lessons learned as a poverty- 
stricken youth whose mother took | 
in washings. | 

His family was without formal 
religion. He gave himself a dose. 
of fundamentalism by attending | 
the Plymouth Brethren’s “casket 
of a church” in Cardiff, where he 
was told that all pleasures are 
things of the Devil and that in 
this life “the uglier the better.” 


Compared to such a doctrine the 
teachings of the Wesleyan Meth- 
odist seemed a thing of beauty.

It is like awaken- 
ing from a bad dream, and only 
gradually does she bring her 
mind into focus on where she is. 

As her mental images become 
more stable, the picture of the 
hospital begins to emerge in all 
its quiet horror. 

Mercifully for the reader, Vir 
ginia is not present in her own 
mind during her relapses when 
she is under restraint. 

No specific cause is ever discov- 
ered for Virginia’s unbalanced 
mind. Overwork, worry, emo 
tional instability were contribut- 
ing factors. At the time of her 
final release, one of the doctors 
speaks vaguely of a thyroid con- 
dition and of the pressure of mod- 
ern living. Virginia is no special 
case.

PENNY TYCOON 


(A 60-Second Close-up) 


CASH DEAL. We don’t know of any 
economic theory that describes the 
functions of Hayden Long. At Penn- 
sylvania Dutch farm sales, which are 
simply auctions, he is called the 
“cash man.” 

He is the only person who is not 
allowed to bid and the only one who 
has to buy. Anything that goes 
begging goes to Long — for a penny. 
He later sells it for whatever he can 
get, usually up to a dollar. It isn’t 
a racket, because no one gets gypped. 

Long’s cellar and: back yard are 
full of old lawn mowers, axes, jugs. 

ts and dishes. There’s even a 
chicken house. Antique collectors and 
bargain hunters come around to poke 
through his stuff, and sometimes a 
smart one will pay him $10 for a real 
find. The most valuable items he 
ever picked up were some discarded 
Currier and Ives prints. 


BACKSEAT. Long is a mild, middle- 
aged man of Amish descent. Unlike 
true Amishmen, he cut off his beard. 
He talks little, partly because his 
cheeks are always packed with tobacco 
cuds. At farm sales, he doesn’t have 
to talk. He just waits and collects. 

The farm sales are traditional 
among the Pennsylvania Dutch. They 
substitute for entertainment—the 
dances, movies, autos and such that 
the Amish, Dunkards, River Brethren 
and other religious sects have denied 
themselves. 

When one of their number is “‘hav- 
ing sale,”"’ the folks drive up from 


Amish auction: Long’s line 


miles around in their carriages. The 
auctioneer ribs the crowd lustily, and 
when interest lags, he makes the 
“cash man’”’ the butt of his jokes. 

Long complains that too many 
antique dealers attend the sales these 
days, but he does all right. “‘Some- 
times,”’ he says, “I buy a hundred 
different things at a sale, and when 
you only pay a penny for each, you 
can’t get hooked too bad.”’ 

Just to make sure of that, Long 
sometimes takes some of his penny 
items from one sale and puts them on 
the block for another. It amuses him 
to see people bidding spiritedly for 
what others turned down cold.

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I Should Have Said...

It’s easy to snuff out 
a symbol, impossible to 
destroy the idea behind it 


N ITALY, where I am stationed, 

I find that conversation often 
turns to the incendiary topic of 
religion. It so rolled the other 
night at dinner in a restaurant. 

“Anyone heard of the story of 
the sanctuary lamp?” a major asked. 
“The guide in a church said: “This 
sanctuary lamp has been burning 
for over a thousand years.’ ‘Oh 
yeah?’ said the soldier, and blew it 
out — pooh — just like that.” 

The story angered me so much 
that it was several minutes before 
I could trust myself to speak. 

What shocked me was the man’s 
gleeful supposition that, because it 
was easy to blow out a sanctuary 
lamp, it was as easy to blow out 
what it stands for; and what made 
it even worse was that what shocked 
me had, apparently, shocked 
nobody else. 


] AM not, I am afraid, very good 
at righteousness, but I have never 
been able to tolerate that calculat- 
ing malice which seeks to degrade 
all high human aspiration. So I sat 
in silence until I was able to speak 
without too much of a tremble in 
my voice. Even then I was vehement 
rather than persuasive. 

In fact, I was so angry that I don’t 
remember exactly what I did say, 
and I expect some of it was wrong 
anyway; but here are some of the 
things which I should have said: 

“We must understand that it is 
wiser to do a foolish thing from a 


right motive than a sensible thing 
from a wrong motive,” I ought to 
have said, “Can’t we grasp that a 
crooked candle lit to God is not 
only poetry but the beginning of 
politics as well? If all the inhabi- 
tants of the world lit candles honestly 
to God there would be less need for 
Yaltas and San Franciscos and Pots- 
dams which, at best, are only at- 
tempts to put barbed wire around 
human selfishness.”’ 


NONE of my companions would 
have jeered at a soldier for keeping 
in his wallet the photograph of a 
wife only approximately beautiful. 
Still less would they have approved 
tearing up the photograph in front 
of the soldier. They would have 
realized that the soldier’s love for 
his wife was holy because it was 
strongly felt. 

So it is with a// religious obser- 
vances, which hallow ws much more 
than they honor God. 

The outward and visible and the 
inward and spiritual are interde- 
pendent. You can no more kneel 
down without wanting to say some 
sort of dim prayer in your soul than 
you can fall in love with a girl with- 
out wanting to embrace her. 

And just as the battalions which 
fight best are those which drill best, 
so can the graph of a people's devo- 
tion to God be traced in the cere- 
monies they dedicate to Him. 
We've all got to be very devoted 
indeed to God if we are to save this 
world we live in from becoming a 
shambles.

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TEEN-AGE BOSS Eugene Gilbert dictates some groovy copy to his secretary and Girl Friday, Doris Glenn 


Grownups thought that they 
knew what teen-agers were 
thinking about. It took this 
kid to set them straight 


E boss of Gil-Bert Teen Age Services, a 

| market-research enterprise with 1,000 
representatives in 100 American cities, is a 
19-year-old Chicagoan named Eugene Gilbert. 

He is a tall, heavy boy with an almost 
uncontrollable supply of animal spirits and a 
driving ambition for tycoonery. In 1944, 
when graduation ended his stormy career in 
high-school politics, he was inspired by the 
idea that his contemporaries, as a market, 
were not understood and. were therefore 
poorly exploited. 

Advertising people, he suspected, did not 
know how to appeal to teen-agers because 
they never mixed with them and couldn't 
speak their language. Earnest talks with 
Chicago ad men confirmed his suspi- 
cions, so he set out to do the job himself, 
and with their blessing. : 

Last spring Gilbert began organizing the 
*“‘Joe Guns,” or big shots, of Chicago’s high 
schools into fast, mobile, interviewing cadres. 
Alerting them for action, he sought and got 
a survey assignment from the Marshall Field 
department store. He prepared question- 
naires and got them answered by 7,700 boys 
in 30 schools. He asked for their opinions on 
slacks, jackets, ties, on shopping service and 
surroundings. On the basis of his findings, 
Marshall Field opened a special high-school 
shop with everything the boys wanted in it, 
including a soft-drink machine and a juke box. 


From Gum to Air Lines 


Since then Gilbert has done surveys and 
mapped out advertising campaigns for five 
other department stores, a dairy, a shoe 
salon, candy and gum manufacturers, an auto 
manufacturer and the Army recruiting serv- 
ice. He is now working for a cosmetic concern 
and one of the biggest air lines. 

Gilbert charges a minimum of $500 per 
job. ‘So far,”’ he says, “I’ve never worked 
on more than two at a time, because I like 
to keep an eye on all the details."’ He is 
reluctant to say just what his own income is, 
but suggests it runs into five figures a year. 
‘“‘Anyway, it’s enough so that I have to pay 
the rent at home. The foot has come down.” 
The foot is that of his mother, with whom 
he and his 17-year-old sister are living. 

To promote himself and lure clients,

Gilbert has sent out reams of catchy litera- 
ture. In one letter he wrote: “You want 
copy that talks to the guys and gals in their 
own language? We can write it for you!... 
You want fresh ideas, groovy stuff? We can 
turn it out!... Our consultant board un- 
doubtedly consists of the best-informed teen- 
agers in thei respective schools. Their 
knowledge plus our statistical information is 
definitely a terrific combo!”’ 


Tells Trends in Newsletter 


GiLBert’s monthly newsletter, ‘‘Teen 
Trends,”’ is a more sober document. One 
recent issue, for example, stated unequivocally 
that ‘“‘West Coast boys and girls going steady 
show a trend for not only wearing the same 
type sweaters and sports jackets, but the 
same slacks... Watch for strong Army and 
Navy influence in choice of colors... Shoe 
stores will sell large quantities of ‘Li’l Abner’ 

Last year, according to Gilbert, advertisers 
spent $50,000,000 appealing to the teen-age 
market. A good bit of it, he argues, was 
wasted because of the general misapprehension 
among adults as to what teen- 
agers are and what they want. 

Actually, there are 17,000,- 

000 American consumers be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 20. 
In dealing with them as a 
market, Gilbert has the ad- 
vantage of being one of them 
himself. His problem is to 
persuade advertisers to adjust 
their appeals to the real rather 
than the imaginary teen-ager. 

Gilbert’s surveys demon- 
strate that teen-agers are 
conservative more often than 
bizarre in their tastes, that 
they look for comfort and durability and 
modest prices, that they associate products 
with slogans but don’t fall fpr the slogans. 
“They want value,”’ says Gilbert. ‘*They 
may love double-talk, but they don’t 
want it in ads or over the counter.”’ 

So far Gilbert has handled his teen-age 
market rather cleverly. He has called atten- 
tion to it with the jivey promotion that makes 
good use of the superficials, but his final 
analyses always remind clients that teen- 
agers are people — not freaks. 

Gilbert's operating base is a two-room 
office on the 21st floor of Chicago’s Builders’ 
Building. Five cities — Chicago, Los Angeles, 
Pittsburgh, Milwaukee and Rochester — are 
listed on the door under the firm title. (The 
hyphenated name is an early typographical 
error that appealed to Gilbert.) Inside you 
are greeted by a pretty young blonde named 
Doris Glenn who presses a buzzer, announces 
you —and then, with a slightly self-conscious 


formality, takes you through one more door 
into the private office of Gilbert himself. 

Seated at his desk behind two telephones, 
pen poised, brow furled, Gilbert is for a 
moment the terrible tycoon, the wizard of 
La Salle Street. But it’s a pose he cannot 
hold. He jumps up, puts out his hand and 
shouts, “Glad to see you. Golly, a year ago 
I'd have given an eye to get my name in the 
high-school news!”’ 

He swings his arm in a wide arc. “Awful 
mess here, I’m afraid. I'm up to my ears. We 
can't get any decent furniture, but I guess 


* we're lucky to have this. Hope you don’t 


mind the milk bottle on the window sill. I 
drink it all day long. Been drinking it ever 
since I was a baby. What do you want to 
know? Wait a minute — I'll show you around 
the office.” 

On one wall hangs a certificate attest- 
ing to Gilbert’s admission to the Ameri- 
can Marketing Association (he’s the 
youngest member). On another is a map of 
the United States stuck with pins. ‘We have 
field representatives wherever you see a pin,” 
he explains. “The real branches are the ones 

on the door. Two of them 
don’t have office space, but 
they work full time anyway.” 

In the outer office, where 
Miss Glenn works, a long 
combination-safe door is set 
in one wall. This opens on a

FORECAST FOR AMERICA

A working partnership with 
China is possible — and we

W: HAVE been amply aware of our own — 


generosity to China in recent years and 
have not been slaw to mention it. Now, after 
years of deprivation and misery, the Chinese 
face with confidence the difficult problems of 
rehabilitation. They need the assistance and 
know-how of modern science. 

In this moment which contains the promise 
of progress for millions of indomitable Chi- 
nese toilers, Americans of many economic 
classifications are preparing to set forth upon 
the great adventure of helping China to build 
or to rebuild in the modern world. 

And there can be little doubt that this 
will afford the most spacious opportunity of 
the postwar era to American energies. Cer- 
tainly no other single country so eagerly 
invites the technological skills and instru- 
ments in which America abounds. Nowhere 
else is a huge population so disposed to 
welcome and co-operate in an enterprise 
of wholesale modernization. 

What may still be found in China in the 
way of raw materials is anybody’s guess, and 
the consumer’s market for simple goods is 
larger there than anywhere else in the world. 
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All of these things put together suggest that 
if the Americans can control such unruly 
impulses as greed and pride, they should be 
able to enter upon a collaboration with 
liberated China which can be something 
entirely new in the relationship between 
nations. It can be something which has 
nothing to do with either territorial or eco- 
nomic imperialism: a kind of partnership in 
work. 

But this can be possible only if the Ameri- 
cans who start out on the great enterprise 
accept China’s contribution with some under- 
standing of its value. In certain respects - 
those in which we particularly shine —- China 
has yet to come into the stream of modern 
existence. Methods in agriculture and industry 
are primitive, transportation is medieval, 
systems of communication are imadequate 
where they exist at all. 


The Chinese Like Americans 


InN THE immense task of development the 


- Americans can contribute heavily because 


they have the machines and know how to 
use them. They are also, at least for the 
present period, in an advantageous position 
because Chinese friendship, which is not 
lightly given, has been sincerely theirs through 
the war years. Chinese people have an almost 
congenital distrust of European nations be- 
cause of their imperial and colonial traditions. 
But the Americans — who for half a century 
were lumped in with the Europeans — have 


now attained enough individuality in the 
Chinese mind to be separated from all other 
foreigners. 

In all this happy prospect there is only 
one worrying possibility. It is said that the 
Americans themselves, burgeoning with 
self-confidence and efficiency, may not 
appreciate the extent to which China, a 
pupil in some specific practical things, 
is master and teacher in others. 

An American shortcoming is to assume, as 
so many thousands in our Army did in all 
countries, that a lack of proficiency in 
mechanical modernity argues some natural 
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inferiority. That is, if a professor of philos- 
ophy cannot drive a jeep or fire a burp-gun, 
he is not a very good professor of philosophy. 
This is pure nonsense, but it influenced 
GI opinion of the inhabitants of many 
countries: 

The Chinese are so sharply different from 
our own people in every way — so much more 
different than any European could be -~ that 
this imaginative failure on the part of the 
Americans could be more dangerous in China 
than elsewhere. It could lead to the supposi- 
tion that the American engineer, industrialist 
or commercial agent was a superior being who 
came to China to bestow the benefits of an 
advanced civilization upon a backward and 
usually ungrateful people. 

This strange delusion, which was the ordi- 
nary frame of mind of Europeans and 
Americans in the former treaty ports, ignored 
two vast, immovable facts at the basis of the

In the gay °90’s irate readers 
didn’t stop at letters to the 
editor. So the **Star”’ got a scoop 


A newspaperman’s life in the 1890's was far from 
placid. Editors had to be as quick on the draw as their 
subscribers. Even the late William Allen While, famed 
“Sage of Emporia,”’ once had his troubles with an trate 
reader. Here is the slory — excerpted from Mr. White's 
“Autobiography,” published by The Macmillan Co., 
and a Book-of-the-Month Club Selection. 


N THE “Star’”’ office, for the first time in my life, 
I was learning practical ethics. For the “Star”’ 
was an honest newspaper. I saw it from the inside. 

After I had been in the office five or six months, I 
came in almost daily contact with Colonel Nelson, 
the directing force of the paper. 

He was absolutely independent politically, and in 
every other way I knew. He was supporting Grover 
Cleveland but he had no more use for corrupt Demo- 
crats than he had for corrupt Republicans. My 
admiration for him rose, and I tried to make his ways 
my ways. 

One spring we conducted a mayoralty campaign, 
and not long afterward the victorious opposition 
candidate for mayor, whom we had treated rather 
roughly, came stomping into the office. The Colonel's 
room and the rooms occupied by the editorial writers 
were on the second floor.

I VAULTED over the stairs and landed on a circular 
desk below where a white-haired Danish boy named 
Siested, brother of the business manager, was work- 
ing on a row of circulation figures. 


He did not know of the row above, and as I landed 
on his papers he nearly passed out from fright. This 
also was a funny thing: as I went over the banister 
I saw down in the newsroom a thing that greatly 
heartened me. Old Campbell, the stockyards reporter, 
with one arm resting on the top of a tall desk, had a 
dead bead on the mayor and a mean glint in his hard 
old eye. 

I do not know whether the mayor saw that bead 
or not, but as I landed the mayor began to walk 
slowly down the grand staircase with his pistol drawn 
and cocked, bellowing something. As he made his 
exit all hands began telling the story of the assault. 
It was in time for the first edition, and we had it on 
the streets in no time.

NATIONAL illustrated magazine 
A recently presented an article 
about perfected standards for the 
working hours and living condi- 
tions of domestic employees. 

I have said many times that 
those who have chronic “‘servant 
trouble” have their own bad man- 
ners to blame. As a matter of fact, 
no test of a lady is more accurate 
than the courtesy she shows at 
home. 

One who is inconsiderate or 
overbearing has forgotten that in 
the “code of a lady’”’ no obligation 
is greater than thoughtful con- 
sideration for the well-being of 
those who are sheltered beneath 
her roof. 

We all know that in these 
past war years homeowners. 
no less than hotel and restau- 
rant proprictors, have had a 
very unhappy time of it. In all 
branches of domestic skill thou- 
sands of women, inSpired by 
patriotism, the appeal of greater 
freedom and the much fatter pay en- 
velopes, went to work in war plants. 


Getting Time Off 


Now, of course, the patriotic 
motive is past. Free time — to the 
extent of having it turned on with 
the blowing of a whistle — was a 
greater certainty than time off for 
an employee working in a house- 
hold. 

However, out of every pay 
envelope must be deducted rent, 
food, light, heat, sundry household 
supplies and possibly daily trans- 
portation — all of which leaves a 
balance of just about nothing! In 
contrast, the domestic employee, 
paying for not one of these “neces- 
sities,"’ has her whole pay check to 
spend—or to save—as she chooses. 


A very real disadvantage to the 
domestic employee is the inex- 
plicable opprobrium cast upon the 
word “servant’’—an attitude that 
is definitely undemocratic. When 
applied to a person of intelligence, 
education and refinement, its im- 
plication of the lack of these quali- 
fications is certainly unfair. 

It is shockingly discourteous to 
one who is no longer young to have 
to be called by her first name by 
everyone, including the butcher 
boy.

HREE men from M-G-M had spent three 
days trying to find Robert Walker for 
us.

All three of us finally got together at one 
table, no mean feat at “21,” where table- 
hopping has been developed to a science. 


Can’t Find a Date 


Waker talked about Hollywood, which he 
likes. And, through the soup, he talked about 
girls, whom he also likes. 

“I lived in this town seven years,”’ he said. 
“So I come back after being away two years 
and there’s hardly a girl I know well enough to 
ask for a date.” 


Four doubting eyebrows went up. We asked 
him how come the gossip columnists were con- 
tinually linking him romantically with one 
girl and another. | 

Walker concentrated on a pair of eggs and 
a slice of ham arid thought it over. 

“‘Nothing to it,” he said. ““To tell you the 
truth, I haven't had much time for girls. That 
Texas, tour, you know. 

“‘And now I’m doing the same sort of thing 
in New Jersey. Over in Jersey,”’ he went on, 
““the people are not so impressed by a celebrity.

He came to New York in 1936 and a year 
later entered the American Academy of Dra- 
matic Arts where, between classes, he met and 
married Jennifer Jones. That marriage ended 
in divorce last year. When he left the Academy 
he bought a pair of thick-soled shoes and 
started out to prove he was an actor. ; 

For the next seven years, he was one of the 


thousands of hopeful young actors who, each 
year, bring eyes full of stars and shoes full of 
holes to producers’ offices. When he finally 
clicked, it was not in the theater, but in radio. 
He did a slew of daytime serial shows, then 
landed a program of his own, an audience- 
participation show. That led to a movie test. 
“It was a very routine thing,’ Walker said. 
“They pointed a camera at me and asked me 
questions: “What’s your name? Where were you 
born? How old are you? Do you like movies? 
Do you like blondes? Have you got a hot tip 
on the sixth race at Belmont?’ " Walker smiled. 
“Then they threw meona Pullman to Hollywood 
and gave me a can't-miss part in ‘Bataan.’ ”’ 


Sick of Acting 19 
Waker then switched to talking about his 
latest picture, ““The Sailor Takes a Wife,” 
which also stars June Allyson. He said the 
picture was okay, but that he was sick of play- 
ing beamish, young boys who are 19 or 20. 

“People don't realize it, but those things 
are character parts for me. I'm twenty-seven 
now. In my next picture, which is based on the 
life of Jerome Kern, I'm finally getting a chance 
to act my age. I start out as a twenty-one- 
year-old kid and end up a man of fifty or so.” 

In the middle of this gum about becoming a 
gray old man, Walker's eyes strdyed to a girl 
a few tables away. He noticed that we 
noticed. And, for the first time that 
afternoon he forgot the subject of acting. 

“I can’t keep my eyes off girls with glasses 
like those,”’ he said. ““Girls who wear those big, 
weird-looking glasses fascinate me.”’

of a couple of hot promotion ideas 
that would probably have landed 
me in the jug if Doris hadn’t got 
me back in line.” 

Finally, in a really mellow mood, 
Gilbert makes the oblique confes- 
sion: “I’m net even thinking of 
marriage for another three or four 
years. I have too much to do. But 
I have the girl picked out — don’t 
you worry about that. She doesn’t 
even know about it, though. I’ve 
never told her.” 

Doris says he has never told her 
who the girl is, either, but that she 
knows. ““There are lots of things a 
man lets you know without saying 
anything.”’ 

The team has a nine-to-five 
workday.

Every so often he takes 
a batch of returned questionnaires, 
looks up the boys and girls whose 
names are on them and checks the 
answers. He has never found one 
which was faked in the slightest 
detail. 

In dealing with his out-of-town 
representatives, Gilbert uses a 
crisp, executive method. A Decem- 
ber telegram to one branch office 
read: “Send us completed ques- 
tionnaires by Friday December 28 
by special delivery. Want every 
questionnaire completed so get 
enough help. Merry Christmas.’’ 


Gets Buzz From Texas 


He atso likes to do business by 
long-distance calls, but he’s dis- 
mayed when the bills come in. 
Unluckily, his habit has infected 
the out-of-town operatives, and it’s 
all too common nowadays for some

Gilbert had a terrible time with

Arrange these 
on a broad, shallow pan, and into each 
ring nest a peeled egg, big end down, little 
end up. Prepare the thermidor sauce and 
pour over eggs; leave just the tips showing. 
Place in moderate oven (350°F .) 15 minutes. 


Thermider Sauce 


2 small onions, finely chopped 

2 green peppers, finely chopped 

\y pound butter 

1 cup ketchup 

1 cup chili sauce 

1 pint sweet cream 

Sauté onion and pepper in melted butter; 
when the vegetables are brown add ketchup 
and simmer 10 minutes, add chili sauce, 
simmer 10 minutes; add sweet cream and 
cook 5 minutes longer. Yield: 12 portions. 

With this Easter-egg dish, serve a green 
salad, Miss Lee advises, and pass the hot 
biscuits. Tall glasses of chilled, fresh grape- 
fruit juice precede the main course. 

Cut baked or boiled ham in pieces three- 
fourths of an inch thick and one and one- 
half inches long. Dunk one end of each 
finger in thick Russian dressing, roll in 
chopped, toasted nuts. 

Open-face fruit tarts, glazed to a shine 
would be the perfect dessert in Miss Lee’s 
opinion. Buy them or bake them yourself.

Ham and Chicken a la King 
1 cup sliced mushrooms 
3 tablespoons butter, or chieken fat 
3 tablespoons flour 
4 cup chicken stock 
1% cups light cream 
Salt and pepper to taste 
4 cup cooked chicken cut in one-half- 
inch dice 
14% cups baked ham cut in one-half-inch 
dice 
1 large green pepper cut in thin strips 
and blanched 
1 large pimiento cut in strips 
Sauté mushrooms in butter, remove from 
fat and add flour, blending well. Add hot 
chicken stock, cream, salt, pepper and cook 


*10 minutes. Keep hot in double boiler. 


Combine chicken, ham, green pepper, mush- 
rooms, pimiento and add to cream mixture. 
Heat and serve on toast points or in patty 
shells. Yield: 12 portions.

Viennese Fish Goulash 


3 pounds fillet of sole 

4 cup flour 

14 cup butter 

14 cup chopped onion 

2 cups water 

2 tablespoons tomato paste 

2 tablespoons paprika 

2 cups mushrooms, sautéed 

2 cups sour cream 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Roll fillet of sole, fasten with toothpick 
and dip in flour. Melt butter in baking pan 
and lay in fillets. Bake in a moderate oven 
10 minutes, add onions and return to oven 
for 10 minutes. Make a paste of 2 table- 
spoons of flour and one-fourth cup water 
and add remaining water, tomato paste and 
paprika. Cook until smooth, stirring con- 
stantly. Add sautéed mushrooms, sour 
cream, salt, pepper f taste. Pour over fillets 
and bake 5 minutes. Approximate yield: 
12 portions.

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whole situation. First, the profits 
to the aforesaid Europeans and 
Americans were very great. And 
second, China had, mostly un- 
noticed or disregarded, a treasure 
of wisdom from which the brash 
Westerner could learn (if he had 
the capacity to learn). 

This wisdom — one uses the un- 
usual word even though it is not 
quite right — does not consist in 
the erudition of the sages, the 
creations of Chinese art and litera- 
ture, the decorative and formal 
achievements of the privileged 
culture. 

It consists of the knowledge of 
life and the ability to deal with it 
in a mood of practical, philosophic 
give-and-take, in which the acci- 
dents of fortune good or evil — 
have little power to overwhelm or 
to defeat the mind. 

This wisdom is the property of 
the poorest Chinese peasant. Beset 
by flood and famine and the exac- 
tions of the soldiery, thwarted by 
the soil itself, he nevertheless gets 
through his life with more cour- 
age and gayety, and usually 
with a greater store of goods, 
than would seem possible to 
the Western observer. 

Ask any of our 
people who served in 
China during the war 
— Army, air force or 
civilians—what it was 
like to get out of a 
plane at Kunming or 
Chungking or Cheng- 
tu, coming from India. 

All the black despair 

of India gets into one’s 

veins after a while, no 

matter what effort is 

made to ignore it. The youngest 
and least experienced of our GI’s 
felt it immediately. 

Then to fly the Hump and 
descend in China was a memorable 
experience. You got out of the 
airplane and saw the gay, brave 
and cocky people, all in their rags 
and their smiles, and like Miranda 
you wanted to cry out, “O brave 
new world!’ 

The smallest child would make 
the victory sign at you. Anybody 
old enough or young enough to 
utter a sound would sing out “Ting 
hao!’ (“Very good” —a kind of 
cheer.) 


Can’t Defeat Chinese 


Anp this was at the end of seven 
years of foreign war and many 
more of civil conflict, in a country 
which nature has repeatedly made 
to suffer from catastrophes more 
disastrous thanany war. Your heart 
was uplifted and you knew that 
such a people could never be 
defeated. : 

According to the Greeks there 
were three characteristics which 
distinguish man from other ani- 
mals: thinking, speaking and laugh- 
ing. 

In all three the Chinese are 
eminent. Their capacity for think- 
ing (as distinct from mere knowl- 
edge of the world) is to be proved 
in any remote village. How they 
love to talk is a commonplace 
discovery of any journey on a river 
steamer. But their capacity for 


laughter at all times, even in direst 
adversity, is one of the surest 
proofs of their philosophical arma- 
ment: the eternal comedy of exist- 
ence never fails them. 

It is real laughter, too — not 
Figaro’s “I laugh so as not to 
weep’ ’— which reveals deep sources 
of enjoyment at the core of their 
sense of life. There is an extra- 
ordinary but quite healthy bru- 
tality in some of this laughter, 
small discomfitures and accidents 
producing a high proportion of the 
total. It is as if the struggle of man 
against circumstance seemed to 
them in itself funny. His every 
minor failure was therefore irre- 
sistibly comic, no matter how often 
repeated. : 


Life and Philosophy 


Tue source of this resilience, 
this brave, tough and gay com- 
radeship with life, are not to be 
sought in formal philosophy, 
although there is a curious conso- 
nance between formal philosophy 
and ordinary life in China. Rather, 
it seems to me, the formal philos- 
ophy was. produced by the natural 
conditions of the Chinese race on 
that particular soil and 
in that climate. 

Too many disasters 
are endemic, and too 
much wealth can be 
obtained by work, for 
either extreme of 
fortune to influence 
ordinary thinking in 
China. Mysticism, 
which seems to arise 
in forests, vanished 
very early from the 
mass of life of the 

Chinese, perhaps because the 
forests themselves vanished. 

What was left was a hard-work- 
ing but unsurprisable rationalism, 
the philosophy of a fertile plain at 
the mercy of drought or flood. The 
quickness and cleverness of indi- 
vidual Chinese is held within 
bounds by the consciousness of 
natural limitations, just as any 
ambition or desire is realistically 
controlled by a knowledge of 
objective conditions. 

This admirable adjustment to 
life is what most observers mean by 
the “‘wisdom”’ of China, and there 
are few Westerners who could not 
profit by giving some attention to it. 

All the nervous twanging of our 
upper air has made us immoderate 
and fitful; our heights and depths 
are extreme; our recreation and 
amusement contain little repose. 

Those who are preparing to go to 
China now, bearing gifts, should 
prepare also to receive gifts. 
Although what we have to give 
China is great, what we can re- 
ceive is also great. It is a clear and 
fearless sense of the arduous but 
enjoyable continuity of life in its 
relation to nature and circum- 
stance, with all its limitations and 
possibilities.

The phenomenon of “ball light- 
ning’” has been reported so often that 
the Weather Bureau’s Dr. William 
Humphreys, our foremost lightning 
authority, felt compelled to investi- 


gate it. He started 15 years ago -< 


advertising for eye-witness 


they hit the ground. I looked up at 
the sky and saw, to my surprise, 
that it was exceptionally clear.’’ 

Dr. Humphreys got letters from 
tramps, businessmen and professors. 
They came too late for on-the-spot 
investigation, but, whenever pos- 
sible, he visited the scene. 

He followed the route of a light- 
ning ball a postman swore he saw 
moving along a road, but found no 
trace. He inspected a newly dead 
tree, allegedly destroyed by a ball. 

Finally Dr. Humphreys reached 
this conclusion about ball lightning: 
There is no such thing.

“* ret the jar of the plow as it 
was blown out of the earth. When I 
got up, the plow was shattered. The 
mule had been knocked down.”’ 

The weirdest of all accounts came 
from a farmer’s wife. She was awak- 
ened by what appeared to be a fire 
in their neighbor’s barn. 

“Then I looked again,”’ she wrote, 
“and saw that there weve six balls of 
fire on top of the roof. And, for four 
rods around the barn, everything 
was clearly illuminated. 

“While I watched, the balls 


dropped down, disappearing before 


“You can get the same effect by 
looking at a bright light in an other- 
wise dark room, then snapping it 
off. The image will ‘float’ through 
the air whichever way you look. 

“Ball lightning is merely an after 
image from a bright flash of real 
lightning. The explosion is thunder, 
arriving a few seconds later. When 
a tree or house is destroyed, it means 
the lightning struck.’’ 

Other things may suggest ball 
lightning to an imaginative observer. 
One is lightning seen head-on, which 
few live to describe. Another, which 
accounts for spheres of flame hover- 
ing about on calm evenings, is a 
brush discharge, or “St. Elmo’s 
Fire.”’ This is a harmless electrical 
display caused when highly charged 
air approaches the earth’s surface. 

Dr. Humphreys acknowledges 
one case history that his explana- 
tions wouldn't cover. A group of 
country people saw a ball of ghostly 
white fire float across a field, then, 
with a gentle swooping motion, dis- 
appear into the woods. 

It turned out to be an owl, his 
wings coated with phosphorescent 
bits of wood from a hollow tree 
where he'd spent the day.
